Act Not Covered by Statutes. 

) Advices from Washington say officials of 
the judge advocate general’ swffice do not re 
call any statute covering the act of an in- 
dividual who may be detected making draw- 
ings of e fort or other government building 
om a military reservation. They said, how- 

ever, that such reservations, being under the 
control of the secretray of wer, are subject 
do such rules and regulations as that official 
may promulgate. Anyone who may be on a 
reservation without the right to be there is a 
trespasser, and if found doing something that 
| the regulations forbid, is liable to ejectment 
or any other punishment which may be pro- 
vided. The punishment, however; in time 
of peace, is not severe, unless of course, the 
act committed is such as te amount to a 
crime. 


Roosevelt Talks with Japanese. 

Oyster Bay, N. T., July 12.—({Special.}]~ 
President Roosevelt, Adnilral Baron Yama- 
moto, and Ambassador Aoki discussed the 
United States and Japan today. 

The Japanése admiral and ambassador 
were the president's guests at an informal 
luncheon at Sagamore hill. After the repast 
they held a brief private conversation, in 
which they discussed the cloud which has 
been hovering over the long lasting friend- 
ship between Japan and America. Bach ex- 
pressed the opinion that it was merely a 
passing shadow and one which could im no 
way reach a climax that would shake the, 
confidence each country has had in the other 
since the day Commodore Perry induced the 
Tokogawa shogun to open the island empire 
to communication with the outside world. 


No Chance for Trouble. 

Admiral Yamamoto repeated the state- 
ments which he has made on several occa- 
sions since he arrived in New York, that 
any feeling that there might be in Japan 
because of occurrences on the Pacific coast 
was directed solely against the people of 
that section of the country, and that there 
was no possible chance of this feeling reach- 
ing a point where trouble between the gov- 
ernments would be possible. 

After the visit to Sagamore hill Admiral 
Yamamoto expressed great delight at having 
had the opportunity of meeting the president 
of the United Stctes in such an informal 
manner, and said that he was convinced 
that today’s meeting had done much to 
brush away any possibility of a misunder- 
standing between the two countries. 

As an incident of today’s meeting Capt. 
Kano, who is Admiral Yamamoto’s ald, pre- 
sented to President Roosevelt a personal gift 
from the emperor of Japan. The gift con- 
sisted of a small box of the imperial Japanese 
red lacquer, the making of which is a lost 
art. 

Affair Purely Informal. 

The whole affair was purely informal 
Admiral Yamamoto, his aid, end Am- 
bassador Aoki arrived shortly after noon. 
They had a special car to themselves and 
thus escaped a small army of reporters who 
came along on the same train. The Japanese 
returned to New York on the 2:33 train. They 
refused to talk of their vieit. Later Secre- 
tary Loeb gave out the following statement 

„The president had a long interview with 
Admiral Baron Yamamoto. It was most 
satisfactory in every way. It simply con- 
firmed what had already been made clear 
by Ambassador Aoki—the thoroughly good 
understanding between the two governments 
and the fundamental friendliness between 
the two nations.” 


England with United States? 

LONDON, July 13, 3 a. m.—The weekly 
reviews comment gravely upon the Japanese- 
American situation. 

The Spectator publishes a thoughtful ar- 
ticle in which, although it dismisses the idea 
that war between Japan and America is 
wholly incredible, it admits with reluctance 
that the situation contains many elements 
of anxiety, saying it is almost inevitable 
that there should come a conflict, some time 
or other, out of the Anglo-Saxon resistance 
to the landing of Japanese immigrants in 
the terrorities bordering the Pacific ocean, 

The same paper expresses the most

earnest hope that the British government 
and press will do the utmost in their power 
to aseist in the promotion of a peaceful and 
endufing solution of the American-Japanese 
problem. 

“With all sympathy and admiration for 
Japanese aspirations and the Japanese them- 
selves, we must admit,“ the review con- 
cluded, “that Great Britain's first and last 
duty ia to her own fiesh and blood.” 


Everything Lovely, Hayashi Says.

Mrs. De Moleyns, who had been advised of 
the arrest of her husband, came in. She is 
an attractive appearing woman with dark 
hair and eyes, and was dressed in white. 
She looked at De Moleyns curiously. 

„So he’s the real De Moleyns, is he? He 
looks a little like my husband, but I wouldn’t 
mistake him for Cecil.” 

Edward De Moleyns maintained a stony si- 
lence. Presently Mrs. De Moleyns went out 
after signing the papers necessary to bring 
her husband back to Chicago. She made 
affidavit that she was deserted, together with 
her baby daughter, Viola, and that her hus- 
band had been indicted May 22, 1906, for 
abandonment.

What Mr. Fish has in mind to do is not 
known, but it is evident he has not given 
up his fight against Harriman or his hope of 
deposing President James T. Harahan, whom 
Harriman put fh to succeed him at the head of 
the company. 


Deneen Friendly to Fish. 

The governor of Jilinois ordinartly does not 
attend directors’ meetings unless a decision 
of some fasue of extra importance is to be 
reached. Gov. Deneen, in the fight against 
Harriman, stood with Fish and, in view of 
the litigation in which the Harriman direc- 
tors are engaged with the state over the

Mr. Fish has not told the governor it would 
be a certainty that he would be needed in 
New York, but has asked him to be ready for 
a quick trip, the plain inference being that 
the ex-president has a pot on the fire and is 
hoping it will come to a boil before it is dia- 
covered a fire has been I'ghted.

Legal Question Is Raised. 

At that meeting Mr. Fish raised the con- 
stitutional question that the board was ille- 
gally organized in that it violated the pro- 
visions of the charter of the road requiring 
the directors to be residents of the state. 

It ig not regardec. as a reasonable probabil- 
ity that the ex-president has been able to 
convert a majority of the board to his way 
of thinking, and without that majority an 
attempt to disturb Mr. Harriman’s control 
would be useless, but Mr. Fish, at any time, 
can make more trouble with his attack on 
the makeup of the board. 


CONSULAR AGENT’S CANTEEN 
YIELDS UNEXPECTED RETURN 


Keeper, Ignorant Cuban, Gives Credit 
to Taft, Carnegie, Rockefeller, and 
Others, Then Flees with Cash.

HAVANA, July 12.—When the army of in- 
tervention came to Cuba last fall John F. 
Hanson, American consular agent at Neu- 
vitas, asked permission to establish a can- 
teen inside the camp of the Seventeenth in- 
fantry at Camaguey. 

This was refused, so he put up a canteen 
just outside the reservation limits and placed 
in charge of ita Cuban who spoke no English 
The latter was instructed he could give the 
soldiers credit up to $5 each. The soldiers 
took advantage of this when they found 
the Cuban canteen keeper did not under- 
stand English and did not know much about 
the world outside of Camaguey. 

They charged their purchases to William

equally well known men.

Nine Dealers Who Admitted Pooling“

Toledo, O., July 12.—[Speeial. }—Judze Mor- 
rigs in the Common Pleas court today sent- 
enced twenty-two Toledo lumber dealers and 
nine brick manufacturers, convicted of viola- 
tion of the Valentine anti-trust law, and the 
bridge agents, who ale pleaded guilty to in- 
fractions of this law. 

The brickmen must each pay $1,000 and 
costs and stand committed to the workhouse 
until the fine is paid. 

The lumbermen are sentenced to six months 
in the workhouse and are fined the costs.

“The policy of courts heretofore has not 
only been wrong but it has been proven to 
be wrong. The figures submitted to me show 
that the people of Ohio are entitled to have 
the, law observed and the courts take an at- 
titude toward the law that will require fta 
observance. 

It has got to the point where there must 
be no trifling with men of capital and social 
standing who come into court and admit 
their gulit. 

What does a fine signify to men who are 
amply able to pay? It is nocheck. The only 
check lo the fact that those caught are re- 
quired to answer. 

“Fines are only makeshifts and do not 
bring prominent citizens to a proper realiza- 
tion of their positions. 


Says Workhouse Is Place. 

„After full consideration I’ve determined 
that the proper punishment is imprisonment 
in the workhouse. The sentence, therefore, 
on those who have generally pleaded gulity 
will be that they be confined in the work- 
house. 

“In view of all the circumstances, espec- 
al as the defendants have thrown them- 
selves on the mercy of the court, I shall pre- 
scribe the minimum sentences.”

DEFENSE READY TO CLOSE 


Prisoner Startles Courtroom by 
Telling Borah He Regards 
Him as He Did Steu- 
nenberg.

Boise, Idaho, July 12.—[Special.]—With the 
exception of a single witness, an expert ia 
the effect of dynamite on buildings, the de- 
fense of Haywood has made its case, When. 
the examination of Haywood himself was 
ended this afternoon Attorney Clarence Dar- 
row announced that they expected their 
dynamite expert in the morning and if he ie 
not here they would rest without him. 

Haywood was on the stand all day, with 
the exception of a few minutes in the morn- 
ing, when Dominick Flynn, the Mullan 
cigar seller, was recalled by the state and 
asked the formal question on which his tes- 
timony that he saw Orchard playing poker at 
Mullan the day of the Bunker Hill mill en- 
plosion will be impeached. 

As with the testimony of Moyer and that 
he gave himself yesterday, Haywood's story 
today was a curious interweaving of corrob- 
oration and denial of Orchard. In fact, that 
has been the most prominent feature of the 
entire case of the defense. The net result 
of it all is that in almost every point of his 
story, except the criminal allegations, which 
it was understood would be denied, Orchard 
has been corroborated. 


Much of Ofchard’s Story Corroborated. 

The witnesses for the defense have testi- 
fied that he was where he said he was when 
he said he was there. They have followed 
him from the Coeur d’Alénes to Utah and 
California, to Colorado and back to Califor- 
nia, again to Colorado, up through Wyoming, 
back to Denver again, once more to the Cœur 
d’Alénes, and finally to Caldwell.

Springfield, I., July 12—([Special.]—An 
unpatriotic congregation of Illinois railroads 
is tying the state militia up in a hard knot 
and has lowered the temperature of Adj. 
Gen. Scott’s affability perceptibly. Gen. 
Scott has been endeavoring for about a 
month to move military supplies out of the 
Springfield headquarters and has been un- 
able because of a “ conspiracy ”’ on the part 
of the roads or their agents. 

The immediate sufferers are the members 
of a new company of the Fourth infantry 
at Paris, mustered into the service recently. 
They are looking forward with patriotic en- 
thusiagm to the encampmert of the regi- 
ment at Springfield next week, but unfortu- 
nately their uniforms and other military ef- 
fects to the extent of about a half car load 
have been kicking around from one railroad 
yards to another in Springfield. 


Roads Want Money First. 

Gen. Scott has been making the rounds 
from one freight agent to another, only to 
get the same story from each—that military 
freight will not be. moved unin payment has 
been made in advance. i 

Before going to Chicago.today he made an- 
other attempt, and succeeded in moving the 
heart of the Chicago and Alton agent, who 
promises to get the Paris uniforms to the 
Paris soldiers in time for the encampment. 

So far as this particular case is concerned 
Gen. Scott is relieved of worry, but so long 
as the other roads stick to the agreement 
not to move military supplies unless prepaid, 
there will be none moved to points not reached 
by the Chicago and Alton. 

Heretofore the roads have accepted 
freight and have been paid by the state audi- 
tor on vouchers issued by the adjutant gen- 
eral: accompanied by the bills. A month ago 
the state authorities were imformed tha 
freight would have to be prepaid. ) 


Gen. Scott Calle It “Small.” 

Gen. Scott has no money for cash pay- 
ments unless he takes it from his own per- 
sonal funds, and to do this would keep him 
constantly out of pocket. 

The state is paying approximately $15,000 
for the transportation of regiments to 
Springfield for the encampment, and Gen. 
Scott has been free to inform the agents of 
the road that in his opinion their refusal 
to accept freight on the old terms is “ small 
business. 

He also has informed them that persistence 
in this policy, in his opinion, will warrant 
action on the part of the railroad and ware- 
house commission. ~..

ever, was not confirmed, and Mr. Russell said 
he regarded today as the crucial day in the 
long drawn out negotiations. 

„1 think we wil know before next Sun- 
day morning.“ he said, whether to expect 
trouble in Chicago.”’ 

Will Talk Across Continent. 

The Chicago men heard of arrangements 
being completed during the day by which 
President Clowry of the Western Union at 
New York will be enabled to talk with San 
Francisco over a direct wire while the peace 
negotiations are proceeding. It is said this 
is one of the few occasions of establishing 
direct telegraphic communication between 
the two cities at the extremities of the con- 
tinent. 

At the headquarters of the local union mes- 
sages from Pregident Small also are ex- 
pected today. ident Paulson and Secre- 
tary Ulerich will remain in their offices un- 
til midnight to get any word that may come 
from the head of the order in San Francisco. 

The plans of the local leaders to act quickly 
make it possible that a massmieeting may be 
held tomorrow. Chairman EH. M. Moore of 
the executive committee’ said that the mem- 
bers of the union probably would be notified 
by wire at their keys in the various tele- 
graph offices if it became necessary to rush 
matters to that extent. 

“We have better facilities for getting our 
men together in a hurry than probably any 
other labor organisation, said Chairman 
Moore. 

Hopeful of Pacific Outcome. 

The feeling among the local operators was 
more hopeful for 4 peaceful outcome of the 
whole controversy than at any time since 
last Saturday. The basis for the optimism 
was the fact that all the men necessary to 
reach a settlement will be brought together 
for the first time at San Francisco. Here- 
tofore the disputants have been scattered. 

New York Gets Word. 

Word was sent by National Secretary Wes- 
ley Russell to the telegraphers in New York 
to be in readiness to strike at any moment. 
The keymen in Gotham are said to be well 
organized and in good shape to walk out. 
The rule regarding taking a vote before 
striking can be waived, and if the order goes 
to New York.the telegraphers in the offices 
of both the Western Union and Postal will 
desert their keys. 

None of the nine men discharged by the 
main office of the Western Union in New 
York hae been reinstated.

The best advice which can be given officers 
of the Municipal Art league is they keep 
out of the Ghetto district in the Ninth ward. 
They might find themselves unpopular if 
they happened in that territory and were 
by any chance recognized. 

It is all about a fountain. The district 
wanted it and had been promised it. The 
fountain would have been erected but for 
the league. It vetoed it for the reason the 
design was “inartistic.”’ Now the Ghetto 
district does not claim to know much about 
art. In fact, it does not care. All it is m- 
terested in is the fact that it wanted that 
fountain and has not got it. 

Ald. Egan and Fick, who represent the 
constituency of the Ninth ward, came to 
the city hall yesterday with demands for 
redress. Would the mayor use his influence 
with the Municipal Art league to right their 
wrongs and the mayor said he would do the 
best he could. He was willing to acknowledge 
when it came to art questions perhaps he 
was not much of an authority himself. 


Agrees to Provide Fountain. 


The only green spot in the Ninth ward isa 
plot in Canalport avenue, near the Schoen- 
hofen Brewing company, and owned by it. 
Three years ago the company sodded it over 
and cultivated the grass and then gave its 
use to the small parks commission. It was 
the breathing spot of that congested com- 
munity hot nights when the crowded tene: 
ments drove suffocated inhabitants into tne 
streets. 

It was suggested that if a fountain were 
placed in the small park it would add to its 
appearance, give the children a place to sail 
boats, provide drinking water for thirsty 
people, and in hot weather make the place 
look cooler, even if it did not change the 
temperature. The brewery company ac- 
cepted the suggestion and agreed to pro- 
vide the fountain. 


Knowledge of Art Limited. 


The company admits perhaps the knowl- 
edge of art possessed by its agent is largely 
confined to pictures of attractive maidens in 
German peasant costumes and impossible 
goats used in bock beer advertisements. But 
at any rate he did the best he could. ie 
contracted with a New York firm for a foun- 
tain with a large enough basin for all ihe 
children’s boats in the Ninth ward and guar- 
anteed to emit large quantities of water on all 
sides, and when it was delivered in Chicago 
the paid $900 for it. 

But the park being under the control of the 
small parks commission, the Municipal Art 
league had to pass on the fountain and it re- 
jected it at once. It was inartistic,“ declared 
the league. The swans were impossible, the 
fish spouting water were worse and altogether 
if that fountain were erected the artistic in- 
stincts of the inhabitants of the Ghetto would 
be ruined forever. So the fountain went into 
cold storage in one of the warehouses of the 
brewery company and the summer is going 
by without its playing. 

“We don't care whether the blessed foun- 
tain is artistic or not, declared Ald. Fick yes- 
terday, when telling his troubles around the 
city hall. It is artistic enough for us peo- 
ple down in the Ninth ward. All we want 
is the fountain. If any artists would have 
their finer feelings hurt by looking at it, 
let them keep out of the ward. They don't 
have to come there if they don’t want to.

Wood and Sawyer Lose. 

Chicago received its jolt in the morning, 
Warren K. Wood of Homewood losing a 
grandly played match to Jerome Travers. 
1 up, and Ned Sawyer, the western amateur 
champion, being brought home by Champion 
Byers, 1 down. The two Chicago boys went 
down to defeat in the most exciting thira | 
round in the history of the U. 8.G. A. With 
them went Walter J. Travis, who might | 
have retired had he won. Now he will try 
again. W. C. Fownes Jr. of the Oakmont 
club defeated the Garden City. veteran at 
the twentieth hole, recalling their match in 
the third round of the championship at 
Wheaton two years ago, where Fownes won 
in nineteen holes. Archie Graham squelched 
the hopes of young West, the Princeton 
player, defeating him 3 and 1. 

Perfect weather followed the rain of yes- 
terday, the latter having generally improved 
the fair green. 

If there is such a thing as a glorious de- 
feat such was the lot of Warren K. Wood. 
Playing a superb round of 73, he was beaten 
one hole by Jerome Trayers with 75. He 
was the hardest bunker the champion- 
ship patch of the metropolitan wonder, and 
their match will rank as the best of the tour- 
nament, which easily leads all its prede- 
cessors. 

Sawyer Misses Chance. 

Sawyer's falldown was a great disappoint- 
ment as he won the first four holes from 
Byers and luck was breaking his way. By- 
ero was performing poorly, and, as the west- 
ern champion is steady, it was thought he 
would lead to the end.

Travers and Byers drew a gallery of sever- 
al hundred in the afternoon and, while it 
was a one sided contest, the New Jersey man 
gave the finest exhibition of golf ever seen 
in the semifinal round of a national cham- 
pionship. Five threes in the last six holes, 
the last being at the 418 yard, thirteenth hole, 
could not have been bettered by a Vardon or 
a Braid. A slight slice from the third tee, 
a slight pull from the fifth, and a bad one | 
from the sixth, were his only real mistakes. 
Byers’ wooden shots were erratic. Travers’ 
short game was professional in its accuracy.

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FOGAZZARO’S ae SINNER” 
EMPHASIZES HIS DIFFER- 
ENCE FROM OTHER 
WRITERS OF FICTION. 


2 Enchants Him and He Never 
es of Describing Her Moods, 
and He Depicts. Good and Bvil 
With Impartiality. 


NTONIO FOGAZZARO belongs to that 
class of the masters of creative fiction 
who cannot content themsetves with 
the writing of detached stories. His 
characters have so much vitality and 

independence that if he is compelled to close 
their careers by death he must needs con- 
tinue them through the medium of their ohil- 
dren. He has delight in following in the de- 
scendant the combined, modified, or exagger- 
ated qualities bred from the union of two na- 
tures created by his imagination and devel- 
oped by his accurate—one may almost say 
his mathematical—psychology. In this he 
and his sort differ uttérly from mastérs of 
the quality of Guy D’ Maupassant, whose ge- 
nius is of the dramatic and episodic charac- 
ter, and a good half of whose art Ues in the 
piace at which they put their pe To lead 
the readers to a certain pro t and to un- 
fold before their startled or admiring gaze a 
mountain path leading to a fair valley or end- 
ing upon the verge of a precipice is 1 
ambition. 

Fogazzaro, however, may not look upon a 
path without desiring to follow it. As he 
goes On and on.the world becomes-ever more 
wonderful. Nature enchants him and he is 
never weary of describing her moods and her 
passions. Good men and evil have their in- 
terest for him, and he depicts them without 
undue advocacy or aversion, but with a large 
impartiality. It does not offend him thatthe 
rain falls alike on the just and the unjust. He 
is not horrified at sin nor amazed at good- 
ness. He sees in both evidences of heredity, 
incidents, often, of spiritual evolution—asp!i- 
rations cloaked as revolts, inefficiency wear- 
ing a meaningless mask of goodness, despair 
masked as indifference, godliness accusing 


| itself of failure by the high voice of its un- 


attainable ideals. 


In writing THE SIN NAR he has given 
the second number of his Roman trilogy and 
shown to the readers the son of Franco and 
Luisa Maironi—the son of those strong and 
warring natures who had their being in the 
pages of The Patriot.“ Piero Maironi.-is 
their logical successor. He has a passion for 
purity and a nostalgia for the religious life. 
Yet destiny and the practicai side of his tem- 
perament hold him to a public life, and he 
serves his neighbors in a political capacity. 
Married at an early age to a woman who 
could not comprehend the meaning of his 
ardors, he finds himself later the husband of 
a melancholy lunatic, who weeps and gibbers 
in an asylum. He lives with his father-in-law 
and mother-in-law, the Marchese and Mar- 
chesa Scremin, two characters depicted with 
the spirit of liberal comedy—comedy so large 
that tragedy must find its place among its 
component parts. 

Inheriting a nature of intense power, with 
an appetite for love and sympathy which 
nothing in this world could utterly satisfy, 
Maironi is spiritually uncompanioned. He 
falls a prey, therefore, to a lady with a va- 
grant husband. The lady has millions, a rep- 
utation already injured beyond repair— 
though perhaps unjustly—a face of unfor-; 
gettable charm, and a following of fashion- 
able friends. Maironi’s sadness and auster- 
ity compel her love. The undermining of his 
rectitude is a matter of many months—per- 
haps of several years. In the end he loves her 
quite pitiably, finding in her devotion that 
which his bruised nature most needs. 

At the hour when he would have resigned 
himself utterly to Jeanne Dessalle, however, 
his wife recovers her reason, and at her 
deathbed the two are reunited by their tears 
and prayers. The desire for purity and for 
religious understanding has returned in a 
flood upon Maironi. The story closes with 
his disappearance. He has put his fortune in 
the hands of others, left his wife in her grave, 
his imp ned love to her own despair, his 
popularity To decay, and has gone, unknown, 
into the world which he still hopes to serve in 
self-abnegation and complete devotion.; Thus 
is the way prepared for The Saint,“ the 
third novel of the trilogy. 

However imminent the moral dangers 
which threaten Maironi, the reader does not 
fear that he will be submerged. He has the 
upward tendency—is one of those whom 
Conte would have recognized as being des- 
tined to assist the moral evolution of the 
world. Moreover, Fogazzaro is himself an 
unbeliever jn this evolution, and not like 
Balzac and Gorky, one who looks to find de- 
generating forces. His characters are pro- 
vided with the will to conquer; they are not 
hampered by that gloomy expectation of de- 
feat which characterize the tenebrous mas- 
ters whose names have just been mentioned. 

The character of Don Giuseppe Flores, the 
priest, is drawn, it is said, from the author's 
uncle. It is the portrait of a sweet natured, 
trustful, courageous, sorely puzzled priest, 
whose heart is so tender that he cannot with- 
out great suffering endure the sorrow which 
he sees around him and of which he is the 
confidant. His thoughts may be with the 
angels, but his feet keep pace with those of 
men, whom he engeavors to guide to heaven. 
Another remarkable character is the mar- 
chesa, whose household persimoniousness 
causes her to fume for an hour over a wasted 
egg—it had been eaten by her husband at an 
hour when he had no business to be hungry— 
but whose courage is superb and whose intui- 
tions give her extraordinary understanding. 


Fogazzard causes an aiienist to diagnose 
the case of Maironi as neurasthenic, but 
while the author is too much of an artist to 
interpose his own opinion he has so dignified 
the spiritual struggles of the inner,“ 80 
fitted him for the visions which he beholds, 
that the reader stands ready to resent the 
diagnosis. The warfare which he experiences 
is too typical to be thus dismissed. In the 
travail of his spirit is exemplified the univer- 
8 not amusing, nor is it intended 
to be so. It is for those who can resign them- 
selves to the study of a group of pronounced, 
often eccentric, and contrasting characters. 
They are distinguished by a Latin intensity 
and they have the qualities of their race—that 
is, they dramatize their lives. Their egotism 
is a matter of course. Highly individualized, 
factional, fervid, they stand out before the 
eyes with the iMusioning artificiality of men 
and women on the stage. They are in high 
light or in n ee gioom. They are 
grouped in larse compositions asa painter 
would group them—now at & ball, now ona 
terrace, now in an asylum. The reader goes 
from one tableau vivant to another, noting, 
incidentally, the propriety of the costuming, 
the grace or grotesqueness of the figures, the 
classic arrangement of accessories. Yet, cu- 
riously enough, when the curtain falls it has

poetry, fiction, the drama are considered. 

Art holds the mirror up to nature, and if 

some consideration is given to nature, more 

is given to the mirror in which her face is 

reflected. M. Jusserand, being a Frenchman, 

has not that fear of fine writing which stul- 
tines contemporary English literature. His 

mind is rich, and he ‘expresses himself opu- 
lently. His themes are large, and he fecls 
ine: inctively the impropriety of meeger lan- 
guage. The result is a book for the initiated 
student of history and literature: The neo- 
phyte will find lacking that particularity of 
statement which he may require for his en- 
lightenment. Like. Carlyle in his “ French 
Revolution,” Jusserand takes for granted a 
thorough acquaintance with the subject in 
hand and spends his space in the position 
and contrast ot character, in apostrophes, in 
sweeping philosophic views, and in an exam~ 
ination of the manner in which each epoch af- 
fected the minds of the great writers. The 
time was so and so—to Spenser it appeared 
thus—to Marlowe thus—to Fox thue—to More 
thus! All things are but as they are visualized 
or understood, gay the new philosophers. Jus- 
serand would admit as much. He concerns 
himself, therefore, with the impreesione re- 
ceived and reported by men who lived and 


abeth, Brantome, and Shakspeare.

What is distinctly enjoyable about the book 
is its university quality, so to speak. It is 
not to be overlooked that most English his- 
tories are of what may be termed the theo- 
logical seminary variety. They preeent na- 
tional and religious questions from a certain 
point of view, insisting upon the essential 
righteousness of this cause or that. The 
Frenchman. does not feel the burden of any 
such mora! proof resting upon his shoulders. 
He treats of men as they are—heroes today, 
liars and hypocrites tomorrow time servers 
in their prime and martyrs and saints at their 
ultimate. The chance incident, the paycho- 
logical mood that pushed this or that move- 
ment to the fore, and the personalities that, 
by espousing it, decorated it with those ideal 
qualities necessary for its preservation, are 
depicted with scientific objectiveness and yet 
with quick sympathy and understanding.

COMTESSE DE BOIGNE’S ME- 
MOIRS OF THE NAPO- 
LEONIC TIMES. ~— 
Woman's Interesting Gossip of 
Emigre Days in England and 
France’s Stormy Years.

T does not seem as though any French 
man or woman who lived froin i. © or 
thereabouts on could possibly help writ- 
ing memoirs, or that those memoirs should 
be otherwise than interesting, and from 

the cloud of these recollections published in 
the last sixty years it appears ae though most 
of the French are authors of such works. 

But of these hosts of writers none had more 
or better opportunities to observe the vary-~ 
ing phases of government, the political up- 
heavals, and the changing manners cf soci- 
ety, or to hear a greater variety of goesip, 
scandal, or intrigue then the comtesse de 
Boigne. Charlotte Louise Bleanore Adelaide 
6&’Osmond firet saw the light of day in 1781, 
and as she lived till she was 85, in 1866, her 
life spanned the history of her native land 
from Loufs XVI., through the revolution and 
the terror, the directory and consulate, the 
first empire, the restoration, and so on down 
to Louis Napoleon and his pinchbeck imita- 
tion of his uncle's court. 

On her mother’s side she had good Irish 
blood, and on her father’s noble French. Her 
Irish relatives were strong in church and 
state circles in France, as well asin England, 
for the name of Dillon was illustrious jn Paris 
for wealth, position, and wit. 

Her father was a devoted royalist, and be- 
gan an émigré with his family after the de- 
bacle. They lived in Italy, Germany, and in 
England, but principally in the latter coun- 
try, where Adélaide waseducated. Their po- 
sition and connections brought them in con- 
tact with the best people of their land of 
refuge, and, besides the English, they were in 
constant communication with the leading 
French who were there. 

The pictures drawn of the émigrés and the 
life they led is not at all flattering, although 
it is not intended to be unfavorable. From 
the royal princes and ladies down to the 
humblest refugee, with few exceptions, they 
were unspeakably immoral, utterly selfish 
and ungrateful, treacherous, and altogether 
despicable. Of course there are phases of 
their conduct which the comtesse censures, 
but lightly. For the most part their doings 
are excused on one ground or another. 

At 16 she was married to a man she didn’t 
love. They quarreled a good dea) and sepa- 
rated, but he maintained her liberally and left 
her free to live where she pleased. Occa- 
sionally she vieited him. She went back to 
Paris during the empire, and, although her 
house was a royalist rendezvous, she wae not 
disturbed. She met nearly everybody of any 
note, no matter whether they were Bonapert- 
ist, Orleanist, or Bourbon, and her salon was 
frequented by all the politicians, authors, mu- 
sicians, wits, belles and beaux of the Napo- 
leonic time. 

She wrote these “‘MEMOIRS” from her 
dairy, about 1837, and left them to her grand- 
exile. Her pictures. of their amours, their 
conversation, and their troubles are most 
vivid and amusing. 

She was a bit of a politician, and dearly loved 
to plot for the restoration. Hundreds of men 
and women, noble and mean, big and small, 
flash through her pages, and of each she has 
a characteristic anecdote, a bit of repartee, or 
a story of scandal. She is amazingly frank, 
and yet not indelſeate, and her view of every- 
thing is wonderfully broad, not to say far- 
seeing.
